Tt^HHk expeditions of the British Gov- 
ernraestlo tbs sources of the Nile, and tho 
futile results of. onr own expedition tt> dm 
headwaters ot the Amazon, hrre tenth d to at- 
tract attention lately to the proposed explora- 
tion of the Orinoco. The persistence of 
Brazil in refusing to open her river to freo 
navigation, with the view of facilitating At- 
1 antic commerce with Bolivia, Peru, Ecuador 
and New Grenada, net withstanding the earn- 
est attempts of these Republics to gain egress 
through it, have awukened inquiry as to 
other mean* of accomplishing the same re- 
sults. . , 

The treaty recen'ly made with Venezuela 
guarantees to vessels sailing noder the flag of 
the United States tbe stme. privilege a* vessels 
Bailing nnder her own lb g, giving them tbe 
same rights, bounties, drawback*, Ac. , extend- 
ing to onr citiz ’ns all the personal rights of 
ber own citizens, and exempting them from 
j military service or contribution*. Thus 
I the free navigation of the Orinoco and its trib- 
utaries is already secured, and the present en- 
lightened Government of Venezuela not only 
consents to the exploration of the river by tbo 
Government cf the United States, and for the 
benkfi; of American commerce, bnt rfT:rs its 
protection and co-operation to the exploring 
party as sous at it may be ordered. 

The true area of the basin of the Orinoco is 
nearly three hundred tbensa^d squire miles.
